African Colonies, 
With regard to the former, a Postal’ con- 
ference. was to. assemble at Molbourne in 
Novomber last* to discuss the Union and 
other questions.

. important Colonies into the Postal system 
* which now embraces almost,all the rest of 
the world, : 
3.—In the case of the Australasian group,

Iwas 
about to suggeat that it might be desir- 
able for the Committee to seo the Cir-,
